of the Judges of the Circuit Court, and John 
D. Davis. It is expected that 
some very startling revelations will 
he developed inthe course of the testimony 
presented by the prosecution. 

THE PETITION FILED YESTERDAY 
alleges that, in 1873, the St. Louis Mutual Life 
Insurance Company had a cupital stock of 
$100,000, and assets exceeding $5,000,000; 
and thatit bad incurred liabilities by issuing 
policies to its customers exceeding the assets; 
that in 1873 the Mound City Life was engaged 
in businéss; that, pending proceedings against 
the St. Louis, the Mound City conceived the 
design of reinsuring the risks taken by the St. 
Louis, and receiving as compensation therefor 
the transfer of allthe assets tothe St. Louls; 
that for the last three months of 1873 and two 
wonths of 1874 W.F. Boyle wasa director of 
the St. Louis Mutual; tiat the Mound City, in 
order to effect said contract, agreed to give 
$67,000 of the assets to defendant and other 
directors; that the defendant accepted the 
ofter, and aided in the making of the contract, 
which was entered into December 13, 1873, 
andthe Mound City onthe 20th of February, 
1874, conveyed to said Boyie a part of said as- 
sets, amounting to $67,000; that the Mound 
City paid $200,000 to have the contract made; 
that assets ot the value of $200,000 were used 
in bribing the directors to enter into the con- 
tract.

Onthe 16th of Oc- 
tober, 1876, Mr. Celsus Price, State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, returned to the Colum- 
bia Life the special stateinent with a demand 
for its return, with certain additions, ‘‘at as 
eurly a day as practicuble,’’ and in 
August, 1877, was appointed receiver of 
thecompany. This ended the actual existence 
of all these jifte insurance companies. 

In the latter part of 1876 Mr. Celsus Price, 
Superintendent of Insurance, proceeded 
against the St. Louis Mutuai, assuming that it 
was still a corporate body. Judge Wickham 
dismissed the case, and it was appealed to the 
Court of Appeals, where it Was reversed and 
remanded.

a portion of it. Thst he wentto Priest and 
offered him a certain amount of money to 
favor the transfer, and that Mr. Priest declined 
to accept the money. but referred him 
to Mr. Ed. Wyman. That he went 
made the arrangement with 
him, paying him some $15,000. Mr. Ed. Wy- 
man swore that he received the money from 
Mr. Peck and that he divided it with Mr. 
Priest. Mr. Lomax swore that the bonus was 
given to Mr. Peck to accomplish the result in 
any way he might see fit, and Mr. John D. Da- 
vis confirmed some of the statements contained 
in the deposition of Mr. Peck. 

This,in brief, is what the depositions are 
said to contain.

ST. Louis, June 14. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a most interested observer and constant 
attendant upon the closing exercises of the 
schools during the present week I wish to 
note a few impressions. 

In the first place the St. Louis schools cer- 
tainly compare most favorably with the 
schools of any city inthis country. The ap-

About Servants. 

Wer daily hear such multitudes of com- 
plaints of the inexperience and incapacity of 
servants, particularly those newly employed, 
that we think a reasonable defense of them 
may not be out of place. How can a lady 
who employs a strange servant and turns her 
loose in the kitchen, often without even gener- 


al directions, be surprised if the 
work is not satisfactorily done. 
Even ‘the most efficient cook 


cannot intuitively know the peculiar tastes of 
her employers. She must be either directed 
or given time to discover them. If Mrs. A. 
likes more pepper in her soup than Mrs. B. 
how is the new cook to know it uniess she 1s 
told. No. Much of the inefficiency should be 
attributed tothe mistress instead of the ser- 


vant. If they would givea little attention 
to the kitchen, a little supervision 
and a _iittle explanation, there 


would not be so many complaints of the clog- 
ging of the wheels of the domestic machinery.

a pour over it two tablespoonfuls of cold 
ater. Let it soak fifteen minutes and it is 
hdy for use.

But what are the refinements of home? It 
is unfortunately true that each individual 
must answer the question for himself, and 
that, consequently. in a majority of cases it 
must be erroneously answered. We can- 
not make ‘‘a silk purse out of a sow’s ear,’’ 
nor can we drum into the head of a dirty, 
heedless, thoughtless, selfish man that it is 


| as much his duty to attend to the brightness 


of his own house as it is to eat mgals thrice a 
day. But there are hundreds of our readers 
who are refined at heart, and do not always 
show that they are _ refined = sim- 
ply because ‘‘the refinements of home’’ have 
never been present to them in a forcible man- 
ner. There are others who from education 
take a partial or distorted view of what every 
man owes to bis family and to every other 
man. For instanee, we have neighbors who 
own fine barns and houses. The houses are 
furnished as well as need be—sometimes ele- 
gantly. Their animals receive good care; ev- 
erything indicates prosperity—save one, viz. : 
the dooryard—the lawn—the strip of ground 


between the dwelling and the road, by-what- 
ever name it may best be 
called. That is ven over 


to weeds and to an occasional stunted fruit or 
ornamental tree. Now, there is nothing that 
so enhances the appearance of the house it- 
self and of the entire premises asa meed of 
attention to this same piece of land. Why is 
it not freely given? In reply to this question 
squarely put to good farmers, we have been 
told, “Ob, it’stoo much bother:’’ or, ‘‘It 
takes too much time;’’ or, ‘‘It costs too 
much;’’ or, that ‘‘Itis all hifalutin; what 
good does it do?’’ 

In such answers we see merely a disregard 
of the refinements of life. Such replies can not 
be supported by reason. Is it too much 
trouble to have one’s floor carpeted? Does it 
takefsway too mucb time to set a neat, inviting 
table for the daily meals? Is it hifalutin to 
black one’s boots and put on the dress-up suit 
for church or Sabkbath-school? What is hifa- 
lutin in one sense is hifalutin in the other, and 
the only difference is in degree. The orderly 
and even beautiful appearance of the grounds 
about home is, to our way of thinking, of just 
as much importance as orderliness or beauty 
in any oiher part of the homestead or farm. 
Aye, if we were called upon to neglect our 
lawn on the one hand or our Sunday dress on 
the other, we should choose to neglect the lat- 
ter and feel that we acted wisely.

comes along and ramsit down with his head 
and pucks it into thecell as the dairymaid 
packs butter into a firkin. 

Hereisafisherman atterthe very heart of 
Izaak Walton: 

The other day I was sitting with a friend up- 
onahigh rock in the woods, near a small 
stream, when we saw a water snake swimming 
across a pooltothe opposite bank. Any eye 
would have notedit, perhaps nothing more. 
A little closerand sharper gaze revealed the 


fact that the snake bore something in its 
mouth, which, 28 we went down to 
investigate, proved to be a small cat-fish 


three or fourincbes long. The snake had cap- 
tured it in the pool, and, like any other fisher- 
man, wanted to getits prey to dry land, al- 
though it itself lived mostly in the water. 
Here, we said, is being enacted a little tragedy 
that would have escaped any but sharp eyes. 
The snake, which was itseif small, had the 
fish by the throat, the hold of vantage among 
ull creatures, and clung to it with great te- 
nacity. Thesnake knew that its best tactic 
was to get upon dry land as soon as possible. 

Ir could not swallow its victim alive, anda it 
could not strangle itin the water. For awhile 
it tried to killits game by holding it up out of 
the water, but the fish grew heavy, and every 
few momentsits struggles brought down the 
snake's head. This would not do. Compress- 
ing the fish's throat would not shut off its 
breath under such circumstances, sothe wily 
serpent triedto get ashore with it, and after 
several attempts succeeded in effecting a land- 
ing on a flatrock. But the fish died hard. 
Catfish do not give up the ghostin a hurry. Its 
throat was becoming congested, but the 
snake's distended jaws must have ached. It 
was a petrified gape. Thenthe spectators be- 
came very curious and close in their scrutiny, 
and the snake determined to withdraw from 
the public gaze and finish the business in Rand 
to its own notions. But, when gently but 
firmiy remonstrated with by my triend with his 
walking-stick, it dropped the fish and retreat- 
cd in high dudgeon beneath a stonein the bed 
of the creek. The fish. with a swollen and an- 
gry throat, went its way also. 

Here is a@& pastoral, apoem almost on the 
most luscious and lovely ot fruits—the wild 
strawberry: 

Adam is still extant in the taste and appetite 
of most country boys. Livesthere a boy who 
does not Jike strawberries and milk—yea, per- 
fersit to any other known dish? I am not 
thinking of a dessert of strawberries-and- 
cream ; this the city boy may have too after a 
sort; but bread and milk, with the uddition of 
wild strawberries, is peculiariy a country dish; 
and is to the taste what a wild bird’s song is 
totheear. Whenlwasa lad and went afield 
during the 
strawberry season, I was sure to return at 
meal-time with a lining of strawberries in the 
top of my straw hat. They were my 
daily food, and I could taste the liquid and 
gurgling notes of the bobolink ip every spoon- 
ful of them:and at this day to make a dinner 
or supper off a bowlof milk with bread and 
strawberries—plenty of strawberries—well, is 
as near to being a boy again as I ever expect 
to come. The golden age draws sensibly near. 
Appetite becomes a kind of delicious 
thirst—a gentle and subtle craving of all parts 
of the mouth and throat, and those nerves of 
taste that occupy, asit were, a back seat and 
take little cognizance of grosser foods, come 
forth and are played upon and set vibrating. 
Indeed, I think if there is ever rejoicing 
throughout one’s alimenta household—if 
ever that much abused servant, the stomach, 
says amen, or those faithful handmaidens, the 
liver and spleen, nudge each other delightedly, 
it must be when one, on a torrid summer day, 
passes by the solid and carnal dinner for this 
simple Arcadian dish. 

Burroughs probably never got closer to na- 
ture’s heart than in these few lines, fuller than 
all the rest of the book of Locusts and Wild 


Honey: 

I have been a seeker ot troutfrom my boy- 
hood, and on all the expeditions in which this 
fisb has been the ostensible purpose I have 
brought home more game than my creel show- 
ed. In fact, in my mature years,: I tind I got 
more of nature into me,more of the woods, the 
wild, nearer to bird and beast, while threading 
mny native streams for trout, than in- almost 
any other wer. It furnished a good excuse to 
go forth; it pitched one in the high key; it 
sent one through the tat and marrowy piaces 
of field and wood. Then the fisherman hasa 
harmless, preoccupied look; he is a kind of a 
vagrant that nothing fears. He blends him- 
self with the trees and the shadows. All his 
approaches are gentle andindirect. He times 
himself to the meandering, sqliloquizing 
stream;its impulse bears him along. At the 
foot ofthe water-fall he sits sequestered and 
hidden in its volume of sound. The birds 
know he bas no design on them, and the ani- 
mals see that his mind isin thecreek. Huis en- 
thusiasm anneals him and makes him pliable to 
the scenes and influences he moves among. 

Then what acquaintance he makes with the 
stream ; he addresses himsell to it as a lover to 
his mistress; he woosit and stays with it till 
he knows its most hidden secrets. ns 
through his thoughts not less than through its 
banks then; he feels the fret and thrust of every

From the English papers we glean some sam- 
ples of the poem called ‘‘The Lover’s Tale,’’ 
three parts of which Alfred Tennyson, the poet 
laureate, wrote in his nineteenth year, and 
two of which were printed,but withdrawn from 
the press by the young bara, onlY a few c 
of them getting abroad. This distribation wis 
through the instrumentality of the poet’s 
triend, Arthur Hallam, over whom Tennyson 
later made his lofty lament, ‘‘In Memoriam.’’ 


The fourth part, written in the poet’s 
maturer years, has been already 
published with his works, under the 
title of ‘*The Golden Supper.’’ We, there- 


fore, have in this a completed work. The 
irates of the English publishing world drove 
ir. Tennyson in self-defense to publish it. 
There is a richness of expression in the poem, 
but it is not quite that of the poet’s later years. 
The plot is taken from that storehouse of 
legend, Boccaccio, and the scene is laid under 
warmer skies than those of the poet's native 
land. What perhaps is most interesting in the 
extracts we have seenisthat they reveal the 
sources whence Tennyson first formed his 
style; that, in fact, we may trace the uncon- 
scious imitation ot form of expression and 
shaping of thought which preceded the more 
subtle biending of these forms in the verse 
which is now recognized as distinctly Tenny- 
sonian. Hereisa noble passage, but one in 
which the most cursory reader will recognize 
theorgan tones of Milton in ‘‘ Paradise Lost:’’

A Decided Lull in the Market This Week. 

The rea] estate narket, like everything 2lse, 
is experiencing a tempouiary lull during the 
warm weather. By mutual consent. appar- 
ently, but little of interest has 
been transacted in the week just 
closing, the tew sales being restricted to 
suburban lots with little or no improvements 
and small cottage residences.

last moments. He spent the larger 
portion of his time, during three 
months preceding his death, in hunt- 


ing and fishing, and with scant clothing expos- 
ed bimself to storms when he could have found 
shelter, and apparently did everything pos- 
sible to induce acute disease. One doctor and 
a coroner’s jury say he died of congestive chills 
—ifso, he was directly and deliberately re- 
sponsible for bringing them on. Three emi- 
nent physicians say he died of asphyxia, and 
point to the mark ot a clothes-line about his 
neck—that is, that he committed suicide.’’

The question of expense in conducting fire 
inturance business is at length and quite 
properly attracting the attention of the stock- 
holders of some of the New York companies. 
Ina pnumber of instances these capitalists 
have begun to realize that the costof man- 
agement is out of all proportion to the amount 
of bueiness done, and that matters are going 
from bad to worse. With the talling off in vol- 
ume of busines and the prevalent low rates, 
consequent upon the struggle of many com- 
petitors to get what little business there is, 
the reduced income trom premiums has made 
the percentage so much larger as to assume a 
serious phaze. Beginning with 1873, 
the starting point of trade depression, 
the New York fire companies reduced their pre- 
mium income steadily, the year 1878 showing 


ratios ot the strictly local and the large agency 
companies were d: ferentiated, it. would be 
found that, while the latter class of companies, 
on their extended volume of business, keep 
within the reasous.vle limit of abous thirty-five 
per cent for management expenses, the former 
will average nearer sixty per cent. In thirty- 
two out of sevehty-eight New York fire compa- 
nies not deing an established agency busi- 
ness, the expenses eat up any- 
where from ity to nimety per 
cent ofthe premium income. Of course, this 
is all abnormal in a business point of view ; and 
in the case of most ol these thirty-two 
companies, itisonly a question of time (and 
a short time at that) as to when the thing must 
end. And this is what stockholders are begin- 
ning to consider. Tho voluntary withdrawal 
of several companies and the amalgamating ot 
others indicates the path which alone promises 
safety to quite a number of companies that are 
still staggering along under a grievous burther 
of disproportionate expenses. And the sooner 
the decision is reached the better for the stook- 
bolders and policy-boilders alike.
